SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: SEPTEMBER, 1963 


Rainfall: The coastal areas of the Southeast and the East Coast as far north as St. Helens were the only areas of the State to 
receive less than normal falls during the month and about 25 percent less than average was recorded in these areas. All other div- 
isions received normal to well above normal falls and small areas in the Central Plateau, the Central North near Beaconsfield and an 
area near Burnie, all received falls ranging from 75 percent to 100 percent above normal. 


Good falls of six to eight inches were recorded in the Northwest and these graded to four to six inches in the Central North, 
the Northeast, the Central Plateau and Upper Derwent. The West Coast and highlands received the heaviest falls for the State. 


Temperatures: Maximum temperatures during the first two weeks were below normal fairly generally, particularly on the West 
Coast and Central Plateau, but in the second half of the month, marked increases in maxima occurred throughout the State. During 
the latter half of the month below normal temperatures were registered only on the 23rd and 24th and these were confined mainly 
to the East and Southeast. Over the whole month the mean maxima were slightly above normal in all areas except for areas of the 
North Coast and at isolated places on the East Coast, the far South and the West Coast highland regions. 


Floods: Rivers started to rise in the North on the 12th and minor flooding occurred on the 13th and 14th in other areas. By 
the 16th however, the only rivers still high were confined to the North and Northwest. 


Crops, Pasture, Stock, &c.: Crops and pastures in most areas were described as fair to good. Stock generally were in fair to 
good condition also although in some parts of the Midlands and Derwent Valley they were reported to be indifferent to poor.
